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Until the summer of 1957* the Military Department of the Planning 

Commission was composed of/ the Office of the Chief of the Military 

Department and eight Sections— three concerned with supply; three 

conce rned with industry; one concerned with inves tments; and one I

There were about- 250 persons employed in the Military Department 0 i 


In 1957* the chief of the Military Department was Brig Gen WALUCH0WSKI * 
(fnu)o He had two titless Chief of the Military Department (Szef 
Zespolu Wojskowego) * and Deputy Chairman of the Planning Commission 
(Zastepca Przewodniczacego Komis ji Planowania przy Radzie Ministrow) 0 
Gen WALUCH0WSKI had one assistant* Col Graj WAR0NSKI* who was both 
Assistant Chief of the Military Department (Zastepca Szefa Zespolu 
Wojskowego) and General Director in the Military Department of the 
Planning Commission (Generalny Dyrektor w Zespole Wojskowym Komis ji 
Planowania) 0 


The head of each of the eight sections had the title of Director 
(Kierownik) and were cons idered the same in r ank as a director of 
any civilian departmento about 50 percent of the 

directors were civilian and the remainder were military (names and 
ranks unknown) <, Bes ides the director in each section there w ere 

about 30 employees o complete name of

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The mission of the Military Department of the Pl anni ng Commission was 
, to represent the military interests in all economic planning phases 
of the government and to maintain close supervision over domestic 
production and import to insure the fulfillment of military orders « 
This close supervision was carried out by the eight sections and the 
Military Departments at lower echelons - within ministries and central

mination of military requirements was that it was the function of

demands before the Planning Commissi on a After the Planning Commission
